This indeed was the year for the Lady Knight field hockey team. There was 
optimism on campus before their season began, but no one dared predict that head 
coach Anne Noone’s team would go 13-4 and win the ECAC Championship. It was 
the first title ever won in the history of the field hockey program at Saint Michael's, 
and it culminated a season that saw 23 College field hockey records broken! 

Patty Porter ‘89, held the pen that re-wrote the record book. She finished her 
fantastic career in style, collecting 18 goals and six assists for 24 points, and set five 
new scoring records. She became the College all-time leading scorer October I2th 
against Castleton State, and set the standard by season's end of 43 goals, 13 assists, 56 
points. Marie Lane ’89 also completed a fine career, graduating as the third-leading 


scorer in the program's history with 27 goals and 11 assists for 38 points. Lane 


provided the season's greatest thrill when she scored the only goal in the Lady 
Knights’ 1-0 victory over Bentley in the ECAC Championships. Goaltender Jean 
Harbeck ’90, was the key to the team’s success. In her first full season as the starting 
goalkeeper, she had a goals against average of 0.82, a save percentage of 93%, and 
recorded eight shutouts. Just a junior, Harbeck set five goaltending records, and was 
named the ECAC Championship Tournament MVP. 


Men‘s Soccer Finishes 2nd in NE-10 Conference with 6-1-2 record 

The Purple Knights were 9-8-3 overall, but their difficult independent schedule 
left them well prepared for Northeast-10 Conference opposition, as they posted a 
conference record of 6-1-2. In the quarterfinal round of the NE-10 playoffs, Saint 
Michael’s captured the first playoff win in the program's history by shutting out

dum Field, the game was tied 1-1 at the end of regulation, and t the end of two 
overtime periods. Springfield eventually won the game by capturing a penalty sh 
competition, 4-3. 

The loss to Springfield did not cast a shadow on a very successful season fo 
coach Les Johnson and his team. David Belliveau 9 led the team in scoring 
season, and moved to second position on the SMC all-time scorer’s list, with carees

It’s up on North campus. The ambulance is in the Rescue Garage 
behind Salmon Hall.” 

“Do you guys just do campus calls?” 

“No, Rescue goes to Williston, Winooski, Hinesburg, St. George 
and St. Mikes. That’s over 12,000 people. Fire assists coverage to 
the town of Colchester.” 

“Do you get a lot of calls?” 

“Added together, I’d say both units went to around 1,500 calls 
last year.” 

Saint Michael’s Rescue Squad began in 1969 after a St. Mike’s 
athlete died on the playing field. The Rescue Squad was the first 
to provide ambulance care to 385 square miles of Chittenden 
county. The Rescue squad purchased a $50,000 new Ford ambu- 
lance this year. The Fire Department was formed in 1970.

The Center also does short-term training programs 
in English language and American culture for groups and is now developing programs which will utilize the 
new International Houses and Commons building located in the 400’s area. 

1988-89 has been a busy and exciting year for us. Over 800 students from 31 countries have studied in our 
Intensive English and Undergraduate-Associate Programs. The new International House and Commons were 
opened the end of September.

There is nothing worse than becoming sick away from home: away from your own bed, your 
own room, and of course, away from your parents. Especially your mother, whose very presence 
seems to make you feel just a bit better. Since 1976, students at Saint Michael’s have found the 
closest thing to mom’s concern and solace in the person of Jane Campbell, Director of Health 
Services, and the able staff she assembled. 

When Jane arrived on campus the emphasis of the Health Service changed from just respond- 
ing to illness to helping create an atmosphere of wellness. Programs designed to educate students 
and staff about the importance of lifestyle changes in order to enhance well being have become a 
regular part of the Health Service role on campus. Collaboration between the Student Resource 
Center, the Athletic Department and the Student Life Office has also been fostered.
